Alcohol has nn espacially bnd efFoot upon 
the liver, enlarging that organ to a very 
unnatural size. 


Drop the white of an egg into a spoon- 


ful of alcohol, and it soon becomes hard, 
as if cooked. The brain and nerves are 
largely composed of the same substance 
—albumen—as the white of the egg, and 
they are similarly affected 
by alcohol. 


Doctors say they can tell the brain of a 
drunken man the instant they cut it by 
its hardness. 


The nerves are so injured that they can 


not carry messages correctly ; hence the 
trembling hands, unsteady step, and mis- 
taken vision of a drinking man. 
The 


poisoned nerves cannot regulate properly 
the flow of blood, and so the arteries send 
too much blood into the smaller blood 
vessels; this causes the red face—"the 
danger signal"—of an intemperate man. 


Because his blood is so diseased such a 


man is much more liable to sickness than 
a temperate man, and much less likely to 
Tecover from disease and accidents. " In 
New Orleans, in one season, 5,000 drink- 
ing men died with yellow /ever before it 
touche'd a sober man.

are slow poisons, but not less sure. Cider 
made from sound apples contains alcohol

used in fencing,

The assassin met his fate with an uncx 


pectcd degree of fortitude. 
During tin 


early part of the previous Thursday nigh 
he was re .tless, and seemed to be wakcfu 
until aftei midnight, when lie full aslee 
and did not awake till five o'clock.

arose about 6:30 Friday, and, witbou 
fully dressing, occupied himself in hi 
cell in occasional reading and writing uu 
til 7 o'clock when he expressed a dcsir 
to take his accustomed exercise in th 
corridor. 
This, however, was not per 


mitted, when he became surly and abusiv 
to his gu;ird. 


When his breakfast was brought him 


Guiteau was still in bad humor, ant 
threatened to eat nothing unless he wa 
allowed his usual morning walk.

obstinacy, however, was overcome by th 
temptation spread before him in the sliap 
of a good breakfast, and he ate with tha 
heartiness that has characterized him 
throughout

About nine o'clock Guiteau expressed i 
desire to

of water and sponge were placed in 
his cell, when he bathed himself, undc 
the sum illance of the guard 
Havhij 


taken thi1' first step toward making read 
for the grave, Guiteau dressed himsel 
with some care, putting on a pair of blue 
flannel pants and vest and a well irone 
shirt 


At 10 o'clock Dr. Hicks visited the eel 


at Guiteuu's request, and the two con 
versed on religious topics. 
At time 


during this conversation Guiteau wouk 
intersperse among his responses to hi 
spiritual idviscr ejaculations about hi 
book and his peculiar views of the doc 
trines of I be New Testament, exclaiming 
that be was "God's man," and had bu 
performed God's work in removing Prcs 
ident Gai field. When reprimanded by 
Dr. Hick.s for these interruptions, and in 
formed that the present was no time fo 
indulging in such disputations, Guiteai 
'replied, in his snappish manner, "Any 
time and all time is the time for the 
Lord's m< n to speak." 


In the intervals, when not attended b; 


Dr. Hick1-, Guiteau occupied himself in 
copying the prayer which he road from 
the scaffold. 


At 11 o clock the condemned man askci 


for the flowers which he had been inform 
ed his sister, Mrs. Scoville, had sent him 
A bouquet was sent him from the War 
dca's office, but not the one his siste: 
sent, at it was considered best, for pru 
dcntial rtasons, that nothing should b 
passed to the condemned man from hi 
relatives, and particularly any thing ii 
which poison or other deadly agents coult 
be concealed. At the same time his din- 
ner, whicli h« had ordered to be brought 
him at 1] o'clok, sharp, was served, bui 
Guiteau did not eat much of what was sol 
before him. 


At 11.4 i the military guard was brought 


from the chape! under arms, with fixec 
bayonets, and drawn up in the rotunda 
the right of the line rciting on the corri- 
dor, at tin further end of which stands 
the scaffold, and stretching across the 
rotunda to tlio corridor in which is the 
condemned coll. 


At 12 o'clock, Warden Crocker re- 


paired to l he condemned man's cell niic 
read the «arrant for execution, Guiteau 
standing and listening with respectful at- 
tention during the reading. After this 
he was with Dr. Hicks, and upon conclu- 
ding the religious exorcises, he was al 
once prepared for the scaffold. 


At 12-2.1 the iron doors leading to the 


condemned cell were swung open, and the 
procession moved out from the corridor 
and across the rotunda headed by Gen. 
Crocker, who was followed by Dr. Hicks, 
immediately behind whom was the assas- 
sin with aims pinioned, attended on each 
side by a guard of the jail. 
Several jail 


officials followed in the rear, and as the 
>rocession moved towards the scaffold, 
ho spectators followed. 


The distance from his cell to the scaf- 


pold is over two hundred feet, which was 
;raverscd by Guiteau without visible emo- 


ion. 


Arriving 
at the 
scaffold, 
Guiteau 


mounted tlie twelve steps without falter- 
ng, and on reaching the platform passed 
0 the place assigned him behind the fatal 
rap. 
Here was a slight delay, while the 


arge crowd of spectators were passing 
nto the corridor, and during this delay 
Juiteau ga/ed on the struggling crowd, 
nd threw his eyes toward the beam over- 
iead and surveyed the terrible parapher- 
lalia of death. Order having been re- 
torcd, Mr Hicks stepped forward and 
ffered the following prayer : 
"Father, out of the depths we cry to 


'hee. 
Hc.ir Thou our supplication for 


lie sake of Jesus Christ, the Saviour, who 
as made full propriation for us. Behold 
Ws, Thy servant. 
We humbly pray that 


hou wilt deliver him at this supreme 


moment of his life. Let Thy light de- 
cend upon him. Liberate his soul from 
rison. 
M.iy he appear before You ab- 


olvcd by Thy great mercy. From blood- 
uiltiness deliver him and us. 
God have 


nercy on us. Christ have mercy on us. 
iamb of God that takesl^ away the pains 
f the world, have mercy on us. Amen 
nd Amen."' 


During the delivery of this invocation 
uiteau stood with bowed head, and at its 
onclusion, Dr. Hicks, opening the Bible 
nd holding it before the assassin in order 
hat he might read, Guiteau, raising his 
ace to the crowd, said in a loud voice, 
1 read from the tenth chapter of Mat- 


hew, 
twenty-eighth to forty-first verse," 


le then lead those verses clearly and 
istinctly, at times raising his head and 
ooking at the spectators, and raising his 
oice to giv* emphasis to certain passages. 
'he reading finished, Mr. Hicks drew 
rora his pocket several pages of foolscap 
'hich he held before the culprit to read. 
kgain looking at the spectators, Guiteau 
said : "I am going to read you from the 
scaffold my dying prayer." He then pro 
eedad to read as follows: 


My dying prayer on the gallows, 


father, now I go to Thee and the Saviour, 
have finished the work Thou gavest me 
o do, and I am only too happy to go to 
'hee. The world does not yet appreciate 
ny mission, but Thou knowest it. 
Thou 


inowest Thou didst inspire Garfield's re- 
joval and only good has come from it. 
'his is the best evidence that the inspi- 
ration cami! from Thee, and I have set it 
orth in my book that all may read and 
know that Thou, Father, didst inspire the 


act for which I am now murdered. This 
Government and nation by this act, I 
know, will incur Thy eternal enmity, as 
did the Jews by killing Thy man, rny 
Saviour. The retribution in that case 
came quick and sharp, and I know Thy 
divine law of retribution will strike this 
nation and my murderers in the same way. 
The diabolical spirit of this nation, its 
Government and its newspapers toward 
me will justify Thee in cursing them, and 
I know that Thy divine law of retribution 
is inexorable. I therefore predict that 
this nation will go down in blood, and 
that my murderers, from the Executive 
to the hangman, will go to hell. Thy 
laws are inexorable. Oh, Thou Supreme 
Judge! Woe unto the men that violate 
thy law ' Only weeping and gnashing of 
teeth awaits them. The American press 
has a large bill to settle with the right- 
eous Father for their vindictiveness in 
this matter. Nothing but blood will 
satisfy them, and now my blood be on 
them and this nation and its officials. Ar- 
thur, the President, is a coward and an 
ingrate. His ingratitude to the man 
that made him and saved his party and 
land from overthrow has no parallel in 
history, but Thou, righteous Father will 
judge him. 


"Father, Thou knowest me, but the 


world hath not known me , and now I go 
to Thee and the Saviour without the 
slightest ill will toward a human being. 


"Farewell, yo men of earth." 


This was read in a manner that was 


marked by great deliberation and empha- 
sis, the portion alluding to President 
Arthur being delivered with special em- 
phasis and great bitterness. Another 
manuscript was held by Dr. Hicks before 
the culprit, who, prior to reading it said . 
"I am now going to read some verses 
which are intended to indicate my feel- 
ings at the moment of leaving this world 
If set to music they may be rendered ef- 
fective. 
The idea is that of a child bab- 


bling to his mamma and papa. I wrote 
it this morning about ten o'clock." He 
then attempted to chant this singular 
composition .

This concluded the prearranged exercises 
and the culprit took his place on the 
death-trap. 


One of the jail guards now stepped for- 


ward and bound the criminal's legs, while 
annrW sidjustorl tlie noosp find pulled the 
black cap over his face, Guiteau during 
these preparations standing motionless 
and with closed eyes. Everything being 
now in readiness for fulfilling the sentence 
of the law, Mr. Hicks knelt on the plat- 
form in silent prayer. Guiteau cried out 
in a loud voice, "Glory, glory, glory 
glory!" 
Gen. Crocker raised a white 


liandkci chief as a signal to the execu- 
tioner who was concealed from view in 
one of the cells of the jails adjoining the 
scaffold 
The trap swung open with 


dull thud, and Guiteau was launched into 
eternity. 


After hanging forty minutes, the body 


was lowered into a coffin, removed to the 
jail chapel, and delivered to those who 
have been selected to make the autopsy. 
Before removal to the chapel, those 
present were permitted to pass around 
the scaffold and view the body. John 
Guiteau, who was present at the execu- 
tion, stood by the remains. 


Dr. Bliss and his son arrived at the jail 


at half-past three o'clock, and joined the 
physicians engaged in making the au- 
,opsy. 


After surveying the body externally 


the surgeons proceeded to lay open the 
>rain cavity and the thorax and to exam- 
ine the organs therein contained. 
The 


>rain was found to weigh 49i ounces, 
which is a little more than the weight of 
.he average human brain. It was well 
brmed, and presented no external evi- 
dence of disease or lesion. The lungs 
and heart were in their normal condition, 
)ut there was a slight ruffling of the aorta 
n the vicinity of the heart. The neck 
ras not dislocated or fractured, as the 
iiirgeons at first supposed, but there was 
a rupture of the sterno-cleido-mastoid 
muscle on both sides, as well as the thy- 
ohyoid membrane. It follows, therefore, 
hat death resulted from dislocation of 
he spinal vertebra.

Mr. Bard, 
bis sister-in-law, and his clerk, Mr. Can- 
non, were badly injured. 
Mrs. Bard was 


blown a considerable distance, but mirac- 
ulously escaped any injury beyond a few 
bruises. 
About 500 feet south of this 


store a dwelling house occupied by Thom- 
as Johnson and family was blown down, 
but all the inmates escaped injury. The 
residence of Mr. William Barnes was 
completely swept away, not a board re- 
maining. Mrs. Barnes was blown fully 
300 feet and lodged in a fence corner. 
She was so badly hurt that she died 
within half an hour. A child of Mrs. 
Barnes was carried 500 feet and received 
injuries from which it died the same ev- 
ening. The residence of Mr. Jonathan 
Kelly, which contained nine persons at 
the time the cyclone struck it, was com- 
pletely demolished, and all the persons in 
the building were more or less injured. 
One of the inmates, William Henly, has 
since died, in a barber shop, next door, 
Mr. and Mrs. McQuinstou were so seri- 
ously hurt that they are expected to die. 
The only hotel in the place, the Kelso 
House, was so badly damaged that it will 
be necessary to rebuild it, and the village 
drug store is in about the same condi- 
tion.

One thinks that unusual winds 
have driven the diminutive fish which 
serve as food for the sardine out of their 
regular course, and that the sardine has 
been compelled thereby to make the same 
deviation. Others are of the opinion that 
vast ice fields coming from the north have 
affected the current of the Gulf Stream, 
by which the sardine is supposed to be 
drawn to the coasts where it is caught. 
If this cause, whatever it be, is merely 
of a temporary character, we may see a 
good haul, and possibly a very large one, 
in the next season. Otherwise this wide- 
ly consumed article of food may become 
seriously scarce.
